Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jason Creasman on August 07, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: In claim 4, line 1 1 , -to a first 
position- is inserted after "biased". In claim 1 1 , line 12, -to a first position- is inserted 
after "biased". In claim 17, line 1 1 , -to a latched position- is inserted after "biased". In 
claim 22, line 13, "the closed" is replaced with -a closed-. In claim 26, line 2, "latch 
assembly" is replaced with -locking device-. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Previously 
withdrawn claims 24 and 26 are also now allowed. In view of applicant's remarks filed 
on July 31 , 2006 and in view of further consideration, the previous prior art rejections 
are all withdrawn, and the prior art is not regarded as suggesting an apparatus having a 
housing with a slot and an access door, and a latch assembly spring biased to maintain 
the access door in the closed position, and the slot cooperable with a locking device 
having a lock head selectively changeable between an unlocked first orientation and a 
locked second orientation. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
